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Merely combining rejected claims 8 and 10 does not clarify or place the application in better form because effectively this claim has been 
rejected in the most recent office action as claim 10 was the same claim as current claim 8 . The applicant's arguments regarding the 
suitability of the Mecklenborg patent as prior art hinge upon an intended use argument, this statutorily is not enough to disqualily the 
Mecklenborg reference. Furthermore the applicant's arguments disqualifying Mecklenborg hinge upon limitations that are not explicitly 
claimed by the applicant. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 2 6 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Therefore the examiner has given the claim 
limitations their broadest reasonable interpretation.
